At 11:45 a.m. December 6, 1929 2 Russian, named 
P. Cherkez, residing at & Yang Terrace, volunteered the 
following information which he desires to be treated 
confidentially and outside the knowledge of Russian 
detectives: 
Mir. Rebicoff, 26 Carter Road, h=s the following arms 
and ammunition for sale: 
300, 12" Mousers, without holsters, end 100 rounds of 
ammunition for e-ch firearm. Price $128.00 e=ch. ; 
100, 12" Mausers, with holsters, and 100 rounds of 
ammunition for each firearm. Price $142.00 each. 
' 48, Spanish Browning pistols with 100 rounds of ammunition 
| for e-ch firearm. Frice $60.00 e=ch. 
| 200, German rifles, with bayonets and bandoliers and 
| 1000 rounds of ammumition for each firearm. Price 
$115.00 e=ch. 
The informer in this c2se as in most other cases 
expects a reward and does not know where the contraband 
is hidden. In order to discover this he proposes that 
he should go to. Rebicoff and purchese two samples of Mausers 
(with and without holsters), with money provided by the 
C.I.-D. Rebicoff will then leave his house to get the 
semples, and will be followed by a Chinese detective in 4 
order to find out the destination of the cargo. The informer, | 
however, thinks that the Mausers and the Spanish Brownings 
are somewhere in the French Concession while the German 
rifles are supposed to be in the Settlement in the custody 
of certain Germans. 
In — connection I respectfully submit that no 
object would be served by purchasing a sample if the cargo 
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is in the French Concession as the French Police would 


claim it in the event of a successful reid. 


The informer has promised to communicate with me 
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
